the testimony offered In this lustant-e 
came from men xnd women who bad 
been born long after Abraham Lincoln, 
had uever seen him aud never beard 
the tale they repented until long after 
hi* election to the presidency 
Of the truth of toese statements as 
to Lincoln's origin no proof has ever 
been produced. They were rumors, dil¬ 
igently spread lu the first place by 
those who for political punwses were* 
find to belittle a political opponent 
They grew with telling, and. curiously 
enough, two of Lincoln's best friends 
helped perpetuate tbem-Mesars La 
mou and Herndon—both of whom tunuicui 
wrote lives of the president which are * ow - 
of great Interest and value.
